FIRST Day's Px PROCEEDINGS. 

CaatTanooGa, Feb. 24, 1969. 
Pursuant to notice, a large number of! 
delegates assembled at the court-house at 
10 o'clock 4. 14x. 
W. P. Rathbith, Esq, President of the 
Irin National Bank, called the meeting t 
order, and moved that Ex-Governor R. M. 
Patton, of Alabama, act as temporary 
chairman. 

Upon taking the Chair. Ex-Governor 
Patton thanked the meeting, for the honor 
conferred on him, and expressed himeeli 
as heart and soul with the objects of thr 
meeting. He gave a succinct history o“ 
the present movement, and setting forth 
the advantages of water navigation. He 
demonstrated that we have the best and 
most diversified of soils, the finest climates. 
abundant resources in timber and mine- 
rals, and the best people in the world. 

He stated that the people of the North 
need not entertain any fears of safety i 
they should come and settle in our midst 
for we welcome them with open arms. 

Rev. Mr. McCauley, Pastor of the Pres 
byterian Church, prayed in an impressive 
manner. 

On motion. a Secretary was appointed 
from each State, viz.: Alabama, J. J. Me- 
David; Georgia, Dr. C. Pinckney ; Tennes.

of March 2, 1867, by Col. W. B. Gaw, Civil 
Engineer under the direction of By't Maj. 
General G. Weitzel, 4 aj. U. S. Engineers, 
which report was made by Gen Weitzel to 
Gen. A. A. Humphreys, Chief of Engin- 
eers U. 8 A.,, demonstrates that the Ten- 
nessee river, tlie sixth in importance of .afl 
the rivers of the continent, in point of 
length and extent of country drained— 
draining an area of 55.960 miles—requires 
only the construction of a series of canals 
around the obstructions commonly known 
as the Muscle Shoals. at a cost extremely 
moderate in comparison with the benetits 
to be derived therefrom, to make it navi- 
gable, including its tributaries, for 1.600 
r during nine months of the year; 
and 

Whereas, General Weitzel in transmit- 
ting this report to General Humphreys, 
endorses particularly the recommen — 
tion for the construction of a canal around 
said obstructions in the following lan-

1868, through re- 
peated resolutions of the Legislatures of 
Tennessee., Alabama, and Georgia, through 
the Press of all parties, the people have 
urged upon Conzreas the necessity for this 
Zreut work of internal improvements un- 
ul appropriations were granted in 1863, 
for the survey of the river, and for the re- 
moval of a few comparatively trivial ob- 
structions in the upper and lower river, 
but the acts granting these appropriations 
iwnored entirely the great obstructions at 
Muscle Shoals, without the removal of 
which no adequate outlet can be given for 
che immense mineral and agricultural pro- 
duets ot this country, or ingress to the pro- 
ducts of the great Forth west. 

Whereas, This enterprise being a na- 
tional one. and as such entitled to be car- 
ried out by the General Government, is 
demonstrated by the fact that Congress 
has, by law, declared its control of naviga- 
ble rivers, and has, at various periods, du 
ring the past forty years, caused surveys 
of the Tennessee river to be made, with a 
view to its improvement, and is further 
demonstated by the fact that the Tennes- 
see and its navigable tributaries traverse 
the States of Kentucky, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, Virginia, and North Car- 
olina; while it is certain that no mere local 
or State matters could, as has the proposi- 
tion for the removal of the obstructions at 
Muscle Shoals, unite the Governors of 
Missouri, lewa. Kentueky, Georgia, Ala- 
hama. und Tennessee, in a Call for such a 
Convention as that now assembled; there- 
fore, 

Be it ſurther resolved. That the atten- 
tion of Congress is respecttully but ear- 
nestly invited to the facts set forth in the 
foregoing preamble, and that the Senators 
und Representatives from the States bere 
represented in particular be urged to press 
this matter upon the attention of their: 
respective bodies without cessation until 
the obstruction to navigation on the Teun- 
nessee river between Decatur? Ala., and 
Waterloo, Ala. are all removed. 

Be it further resolved, That a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to prepare and 
draft a memorial to Congress which shall 
set forth such facts in connection with the 
Tennessee river and ita tributaries as they 
may deem adapted to influence Congress 
in favor of the objects of this Convention. 

Resolved. That all papers printed in the 
States specially interested in the success ot 
this enterprise be, and they are hereby re- 
quested to publish the proceedings of this 
convention. Allof which is respectfully 
and unanimously submitted.

The able report of Col. Gaw was ordered 
to be entered as part of the proceedings. 

A. F. Dunleavy was enrolled as a repre- 
sentative of Maryland. 

Col. Gaw, H. P. Farrow, and Ex-Gov. 
Patton were appointed a committee to me- 
morialize Congress. 

Hiram Bokum, Commissioner of Emi- 
gration for Tennessee, addressed the Con- 
vention in a happy manner on the subject 
of emigration, as connected with cheap 
routes of transportation. 

In response to repeated calls, Gen. J. T. 
Wilder, the great pig iron manufacturer, 
made a telling speech, relating his experi- 
ence in manufacturing iron from raw ore 
with raw coal in Roane county, Tenuessee- 
He manufactures fifteen tons per day. 
Coal, iron ore, marble, and the materials 
for manufacturing glass, exist in inex- 
haustible quantities in this section. He 
proclaimed the ussertion of danger to 
Northern men settling in the South a fal- 
lacious idea, 

Mr. Wilder was unanimously added to 
the committee to memorialize Congress. 

General O’Neal, of Florence, Ala., a nat- 
ural orator and accomplished gentleman, 
entertained the Convention in an eloquent 
and instructive address 

An Executive Committee to conduct 
business during recess of Convention, was 
appointed; the Executive Commigtee lo- 
cated at Chattanooga, and E. Hurlbert and 


Gen. O'Neal, of Alabama, and the Gov- 
e~nors of the several States added as ad- 
ditional members. 

Mr. E. A. James offered a resolution to 
appoint a committee of four from each 
State to proceed to Washington and urge 
the passage of the memorial, but withdrew 
it, as the committee to draft the memorial 
were instructed to proceed to that city for 
that purpose. 

A stirring communication from General 
T. B. Cooper, of Alabama, was read, and 
referred to Committeeon Memorial. 

Col. R. E. Coxe, of Alabama, offered a. 
resolution of thanks to the Executive 
Committee for the faithful discharge of 
duty, which was unanimously adopted:

Gus. A. Wood enlivened the meeting with 
a speech replete with sarcasm and good 
humor.
